The message of sympathy which the 
King has sent. to the Emperor of Japan 
interprets the feelings of every Briton. 
The disaster which has befallen our Tar 
Eastern Ally is of such magnitude that 
it staggers the imagination. On last 
Saturday Japan was swept by a typhoon 
which wrought widespread destruction 
throughout the country and was followed 
immediately by a series of earthquakes 
the full extent of which at present hardly 
can be imagined. The actual tremors 
lasted roughly for six minutes, ravaging 
the face of a ‘lovely countryside, and 
exacting a terrible toll of human’ life. 
They were -accompanied by a devastatings 
tidal wave, which swallowed up whole 
districts, and then came the dreaded fires 
to complete the awful work. Yokohama, 
one of the largest and most prosperous 
cities of the East, was virtually razed to 
the ground. Tokio, the Japanese capital, 
a city in which the glamour of Oriental

smashed to pieces by the cruel forces of 
destruction. Great buildings crumbled 
into dust in a few moments of time. 
Railways, reservoirs, factories, bridges— 
all 
twentieth century civilisation, were swept 
away in fearful ruin, and hufidreds of 
thousands of men, children 
were reduced to the most abject misery. 
At present. one only can guess at the 
number of casualties. Early reports sug- 
gested that some two hundred thousand 
people had perished, and that in Yoko- 
hama alone the list of dead amounted to 
one hundred “thousand.

Work for the Winter. 


Every winter the problem. of the unem- 
ployed’ comes to the front with, it would 
‘seem. more and more insistence. The 
situation in England is congiderably more 
€érious than that in this country, although, 
indeed, it is difficult enough in Ireland. 
It was estimated that from October last 
to April last there was an average of over 
a million and a quarter persons without 
employment in England. The outlook for 
this year was scarcely more hopeful until a 
few weeks ago, but now plans are being 
prepared which will reduce unemployment, 
very materially during the hard winter 
months. These. relief schemes, some of 
which are put’forward by the Government, 
others by various local authorities, will 
provide work for about 300,000 men. Of 
the several ‘plans for utilising labour the 
most important concerns the making and 
the reconstruction of roads. On this kind 
of work alone. it is proposed to spend some 
£11,000,000, providing a full year’s em- 
ployment for 27,000 men, and work during 
the winter for an additional 8,000. 
Furthermore, the Government *has plans 
to. relieve. unemployment by placing 
ihe orders for the Admiralty’s needs 
for 1924-25 in advance, and 
executing special work for the Post 
Offiee. Among the loeal authorities the 
London County Council is providing extra 
winter ‘work at -a cost of close upon 
£75,000. Unemployment in Ireland is 
not upon so large a*scale. It is, however. 
avery real problem which needs to be 
faced with determination., The “dole ™ 
is little more than useless, and rightly has 
been. condemned upon almost every side. 
The honest worker doesnot want: what 
he considers: charity; he wants employ- 
The new Free State Government 
will: be faced. with a programme 
will be far from light.

An African Example. 


Peace hath her victories no less than war ; 
but she has not nearly so good a Press 
agent. For that reason’ it would be quite 
easy to overlook the important agreement 
just completed between Great Britain and 
Belgium, fixing the boundary of Ruanda- 
Urundi in what was formerly German 
East Africa. The. territory involved is 
mandated, and an agreement between the 
two Mandatory Powers was reached first in 
May, 1919; but fundamental objections to 
the course of the boundary then agreed 
upon caused the matter to be reopened, 
and in March, 1921, a new boundary was 
fixed. This now has been approved by 
the Council of the League of Nations, and 
the matter is at. an end. By the first 


of territery were attached to Tanganyika 
territory, while about nineteen thousand 
miles were to be administered by Belgium.

Our slegan when we left Point Hopé:on

with two walrus-hide boats, 20 shaggy -haired

Next day we began to look íor ice, for we 
had made considerable progress north, and 
could expect, to meet it at any time. Still,, as 
far as we could see from the crow’s nest, the 
ocean was all big green seas, without a sug- 
gestion of the pack. Then during the night 
the temperature descended to 37 degrees, and 
at 4.30 a.m. on August 11 we ran into a field 
of scattered ice, which we _ entered, and 
started to wotk through, but the ice ahead 
became so.thickly packed that soon we found

worked back into clear water, and turned 
south-west along the edge, searching for an 
opening. Fog settled down over the ice-pack, 
and navigation became perilous, for huge ice 
cakes from 30 to 50 feet thick, and an acre 
or more in extent, which we ,could easily 
avoid in clear weather, now tossed and: 
plunged in the heavy sea, on the outskirts of 
the pack. . They were shrouded in mist, and 
almost invisible. It was a most critical time, 
as the engines refused duty, and left us help- 
less.

RACE AGAINST. TIME. 

Our engineers, Williams and Earle, down in 
the engineroom, raced against: time to effect 
the necessary repairs, and the Eskimos. with 
long stout pike-poles to ward off the icebergs, 
soon heard the welcome sound of the engine. 
The. first,. officer, Tians. Olaf, went to the 
wheel: I went aloft. We backed away, so 


wheel hard starboard the schooner sheered off 
in time to avert a collision. Fortunately the 
fog cleared, and we could see a long tongue 
of firm ice projecting out to the westward and 
smooth water on the other side. This smooth 
water was what we needed, for without it the 
engineers could not complete their work: We 
preceeded several miles, the two engineers, 
oné at the-clutch and the other standing by 
the: carburetter, squirting in gasolene, for the 
necdle-valve was broker; and we rounded the 
ice. point and went farther on into the pack, 
where the water, despite a strong wind, was 
smooth, and we tied up to a large floe. and 
left the engineers to their work. 

.The ice ahead was composed of heavy shore 
ice which had drifted. away from land, for 
we saw a good deal of sand and‘ dirt upon it. 
Next day we travelled seven miles. further, 
and came into another stretch of open water, 
with the edge of the pack running north by 
west. We sailed along the edge twenty-four 
miles. Then, as further progress was cut off 
by great sheets of ice running east and. west, 
we worked into. the pack again, heading 
directly to Wrangel Island. Then, only thirty 
miles. away. dense fog descended upon us 


We began drifting towards Herald Island: 
This was at 2 a.m. on August 13. In the 
afternoon of the: 14th the fog cleared, and I 
took an ‘observation to determine the position. 
We had drifted during the precedirg forty. 
hours within seven miles of Herald Island. 
Difring the net five days we saw thé sun 
only occasionally.” It ws nothing but fog, 
mist and rain. 
moved forward a few miles, only to be com- 
pelled to tie up again to another ice floe. | 
;  WRANGEL AT LAST. 

As we slowly neared Wrangel the pack 

became more open, and: we had’ to do con- 


siderably less backing than formerly. . At 
last, on August we smashed the 
final. barrier and entered a narrow lane 
of ice and water bordering the ‘East 
coast of Wrangel Island. Wrangel 
at last. The goal we had worked eo hard 


to attain was ours. Our next concern was to 
find the stranded people. - Wrangle Island, 
seen in the twilight—for it was midni ht, and 
the Arctic sun had already sank below the 
north horizon—did not loom very preposses- 
sing. Pilot Point, a grim, forbidding wall of 
rock, rose from the Polar Sea to fling its 
grotesque silhouette against the near-by 
feet sky. It seemed to us no human being 
could find a foothold let ‘alone secure sue- 
tenance in such a desolate place. The black 
cliff, the sombre tones of the sky. coupled 
with which the natural pessimism with which 
the Eskimo always greets a strange country, 
combined to shake my confidence in Wrangle 
as a worth-while place for colonisation. i 

A vague portent that all was not as it 
should be with those we were trying to rescue 
began to steal upon me, These thoughte 
were momentary, for we knew Wrangle was 
a large island, and our people landed on the 
south shore, where the coast is not.so rugged. 

We turned south, sailed along under a 
weird skyline in.a narrow lane between the 
ice and rock wal). 
reflection of the cliffs, set up a lane of waves 
that raced’ and broke against the side of 
our water course, while the engine exhaust 
filed the: air with sharp staccato reports, 
which reverberated back and fore between 
the cliffs. After reaching Hawaii, on the 
north-east corner of the island, we’ proceeded 
‘along the gradually lowering south coast, 
l:eeping as close. to. the. beach: as .possible, 
blowing the whistle at minute intervals. to 
attract the attention of any of the expedition 
we thought might be stationed ‘along the 
coas 


t. . 

The character of the shore line now 
changed. <A gravel and sand beach took the 
place of the frowning precipices which we had 
pasted earlier ia the-night. By ‘the light of 

reaking day we saw to apr. delight a great 
expanse of moss-covered prairie, reaching up. 
to the steep peaks of the mountainous interior 
of the country. It. looked so beautiful that 
my erstwhile. gloomy -presentiments faded 


away. 
WALRUS SHOOTING. 

We began to feel optimistic again. A herd 
a walrus suddenly appeared near the edge of 
the ice pack, and started to roar, resenting 
our strange intrusion. The engine just then 
refused duty again, and while shut down for 
repairs we lowered a walrds-hide. skiff, and 
some of the Esquimos paddled to the walrus 
herd and shot a couple, which they towed. to 
the neighbouring ice cakes, 
engine started we paddled over to the hunters 
and their kill, and hoisted them. aboard. The 
meat would come in handy for dog feed, and 
the hides were nee for repairing our 
smashed bow. At the sight of the dead 
walrus the rest of our natives. who had been 
most pessimistic, became all smiles, and 
started in to sing. their walrus songs and 
shout the praises of Wrange! Island, We 
steamed on again, everyone now highly 
keved up—some’ on deck, othefs “in the 
rigging, watching for signs of human: habita- 
tion on the beach. | Bhá ae 

ORDERING DINNER. 
“As we passed along I gave the stewards 
orders to prepare a special dinner for the 
Wrangel islanders, when we should reach 
them, for it was now only a question of time 
until we should certainly see some signs of 
their presence on the island. But we had not 
gone far when a fog settled down’ over the 
land, obscuring everything but a strip -of 
grave] along the beach, ani with the engine 
going at only quarter speed, we had to feel 
our way ‘ahead. xa 

We sailed close to thé shore, to be; sure 
of not missing any-cabin or other sign cf 
habitation, and soon came to what appeared 
to be Rodgers Harbour, where the colony was 
supposed to be located. The fog was só thick 
that we could not be certain ‘of our position. 
We anchored in three fathoms, and the 
second engineer, Jack Williams, and I, with 
several Esquimos, went ashore in a skiff to 
investigate, but could find no indications of

“meeting of the Assembly ‘‘ this great impedi- 


meént-to the peaceful development of the world 
will have been removed by a definite and 
stable settlement.”’ 

He mentioned the fact that the League was 
not yet universal, which was another limita- 
tion of the League’s activity, but he added 
that this year had seen some progress in that 
respect, and already the League covered three- 
fourths of the world’s population. Viscount 
Ishii said that the most ‘notable single .achiéve- 
ment last year had undoubtedly been the work: 
of .the .reconstruction of Austria. *‘ The 


Assembly will wish to congratulate Dr. Seipel, 


the Chancellor, and Dr. Zimmerman, Com- 
missioner-General of the League of Nations, 
on the successful results.” 

Speaking of the efforts of the League for 
the reduction of armaments, the Acting-Presi- 
dent said that these had been continued, and 
the result embodied in a draft scheme which 
was being presented to the present Assembly. 

In conclusion, he declared that the League 
was gradually, but surély, pfogressing towards 
the goal conceived for’ it by the authors of.

FERANCE'S. RESPONSIBILITY, 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The Furepean crisis has been gravely com- 
plicated by the action of the Italian Govern- 
ment in oceupying Corfu. That matter is 
now in the hands of the League of Nations, 
which, we trust, will deal with. it in such a 
‘way as to vindicate the principles of justice 
between nations that constitute the only real 
‘basis of the League. - The conflict between 
Greece and Italy is not an affair in which 
any Government can take sides, or seek any 
subsidiary advantage. In the meantime, the 
European crisis that is centred in Germany 
has lost none of its gravity through ithe 
temporary divérsion of ‘attention to a further 
complication, The anxious days are swiftly 
passing, and “Jittle time now remains for the 
settlement. of the principal issue in European 
politics—the issue on wh.ich all others depend, 
The German problem, or, rather, the very 
disturbing international problem of repara- 
tione, is still in the foreground. , so 

There can be no doubt of the sincerity of 
the speech delivered by Dr. Stresemann at 
Stuttgart on Sanday. -Tt is based on a clear 
recognition of the peril of Germany. The 
people of Germany are, indeed, unable to 
support the present conditions for very much 
longer. "To ignore the offer made by Dr. 
Stresemann would be to reject the. last. offer 
Germany can make in anything like a reagon- 
able frame of mind» “To fasten on this affer 
and to sn it would be a direct encouráge- 
ment to the German people to make an effort 
for its own sake to maintain a reasonable 
temper. We cannot believe that France would 
definitely prefer German chaos and all its 
gloomy and far-reaching consequences to Ger- 
man reparations. A great responsibility rests 
upon France now, and by playing her part 
generously she may ‘ward off the greatest 
danger that hangs over Europe. We have no 
doubt that@if France were now to exerrise 
moderation in:the Ruhr.and to do her utmost 
to reduce friction -there to a minimum -hew 
economic possibilities would appear ind 
passive resistance would die down. Then at 
ast a real and simple reparations problem 
would become visible. The responsibility now

NEUTRALITY OF CORFU.

OFFICIAL VIEW OF ROME. 
ROME, Monday. | 

The following is the position taken up mm 
{talian Governmental circles in regard to the 
eontention. that the Italian action violates 
the neutralisation of Corfu :— 

The Treaty of London, of November 14, 
1863, neutralised the Ionian Islands on the 
occasion of their reunion with Greece. This 
neutralisation was confined to the Islands 
of Corfu and Paxos by Article 2 of the next 
Treaty of London, of March 29, 1864, which 
was concluded between Austria-Hungary, 
France, Great Britain, Prussia, Russia, and 
Greece, without the adherence or participe- 
tion of Italy. The obligation to respect the 
neutralisation of Corfu territory only devolves, 
therefore, upon the signatory States, and not 
upon Italy. , 

In any case, this question could only be 


_ raised if ‘warlike action were involved, whereas 


‘the Halian action constitutes a mefe measure 
of coercion posséssing no warlike character. 

Furthermore, if neutralisation implies the 
prohibition of warlike action on neutralised 
territory, it does not exclude territorial 
occupation for a non-warlike purpose. 

It must not be forgotten that during the 
world-wat some of the very States that are 
concerned in the neutralisation of Corfu used 
the island to land and maintain military 
forces, and even established the Supreme 
Command of the Serbian Army there. Thus, 
from every point of view, the occupation of 
Corfu by Italy for non-warlike purposes is 
not in contradiction with international law, 
and is, consequently, perfectly legitimate.

FRANCE OPTIMISTIC. 


FAITH IN A MIDDLE COURSE. 
PARIS, Monday. 

That there are signs of. an Italo-Greek 
rapprochement is the view prevailing in 
French official circles, which express conf- 
dence that the dispute will be settled 
amicably by direct negotiation between Rome 
and Athens. 

Italy’s. formal assurance that she is de- 
termined not to resort to war is among the 
factors leading to the French. belief that the 
incident may be liquidated in a manner com- 
patible with the honour of both parties.

The Conference 
of Ambassadors did not meet to-day. The 
full text of the Greek reply has not yet been 
received.—+-(Reuter.)

CORFU UNDER FIRE.

AMERICAN’S GRAPHIC 
ACCOUNT. 

ATHENS, Monday. 

The first direct news from Coriu since its 
occupation ‘by the Italians was received to- 
day with the arrival ef the Greek steamship 
[smini, which had on board many persons 
from the island. These included the Prefect, 
a group of. Greek officials, and sixty Greek 
soldiers who had been expelled by the 
Italians. The steamer also carried Colonel 
Stephen Lowe, of St. Louis, the Director of 
the Near East Relief Orphanages in Corfu; 
“Miss Emma Wood, of Baltimore, the chief 
nurse of the hospital in Corfu, and Dr. Ken- 
nedy, of Kingston, Ontario, the Director of 
the: British '“ Save the Children ” Fund. 

Colonel Lowe, referring to the bombard- 
ment, said that the number killed has now 
reached twenty, nine of whom were killed 
outright, seven dying in the Near East Relief 
Hospital, and four in the Civil Hospital. 
Thirty-two -wounded are now in the hospital, 
and there are, perhaps, fifty slightly wounded 
who are not in hospital, Of the twenty dead, 
sixteen are children. 

SHELLS AMONG CHILD BATHERS. 

“ All the killed and wounded are refugees 
or orphans from the American and British 
orphanages housed in the old fortress. The 
large proportion of children among the 
casualties is due to the fact that several shells 
landed in the barracks, which were being 
used as orphanages, whilst shrapnel shells 
exploded in the water in the front of the 
fortress, where four hundred of the Near. East 
Relief’s orphan boys were bathing at the time. 

“The Italian gunnery was very bad. Many 
shots aiméd at the so-called old fort landed 
in the sea a hundred feet below, scattering 
shell fragments among the children who were 
bathing. The other fort is located on a high 
bliff a hundred feet above the - British 
gendarmerie school, and the bombardment in 
this instance was done by a stationary war- 
suip only five hundred yards away; but twelve 
eut of thirteen shots hit the school. . 

“When the firing ceased, the Italian soldiers 
took possession of all the Government offices. 
One of the first Italian officers ashore went 
to the old fort, where the dead and wounded 
refugees were being attended to by our nurses 
and by Mrs, Oshorn, of the British ‘Save 

Fund. The officer, moppin

At another sitting, under the presidency of 
Mr. D. Twomey (Ireland), the Congress con- 
sidered the ‘question of milk control, an 
the necessity of making regulations regarding 
jt international. The Congress adopted a 
resolution asking the International Institute 
of Agriculture at Rome to extend its opera- 
tions in this respect. i 

Under the presidency of Mr. O'Callaghan 
(Australia) the Congress discussed the ques- 
tion of what Government measures could be 
taken, ‘‘other than veterinary measures,” 
fur promoting cattle-breeding. Mr. T. N. 
Webb (England) informed the Congress that 
some years ago the British Government had 
elaborated a programme for yor Bowmen 
breeding, especially in small establishments, 
with the result that much better bulls were 
now employed in small undertakings than 
hed formerly been the case. The system of 
milk control hed also yirided magnificent re- 
sults. 

Mr, O’Callaghan urged that the great 
value of milk and dairy produce, from the 
point of view of nourishment, should be 
brought home to pupils in schools, and he 
gave a resumé of the position in Australia in

It might not have ac- 
complished all that it set out to do, but any 
failure was not due to trade unionism as a 
principle. and an ideal, but to some human 
part of the machine which failed in its duty 
to the movement. They were all proud of } 
the history of the trade union movement. 
Its catholicity was exemplified by the fact 
that the Trades Union Congress, which, in 
the main was composed of the representatives 
of men who laboured with their hands, was 
presided over this year by the representative 
of an artistic profession. This was a symbol 
of the new spirit, which recognised the fact 
that all who toiled, whether by hand or 
brain, were fellow-workers. Recalling the fact 
that one of his first duties as Chairman of 
the General Council was to introduce a depu- 
tation to the Prime Minister on the question 
of the then critical — in the Near Fast, 
the President said that there was crificism in 
regard to their silence after the interview. 
He did not think that any member of the 
General Council regretted the position that 
they took up. They were told that if the 
Turks learned that no resistance was to be 
offered, they would be encouraged in_ their 
militarism to carry the sword into Europe 
and in all probability to plunge the Continent 
into another war. That might not have 
happened, but if the General Council had 
made a public statement, and war had fol- 
lowed from any cause, # was certain that 
they would. have been blamed for it, and 
political capital would have been made out of 
it 


‘‘My own view,” proceeded Mr. Williams, 
‘is that, when it is ai mere matter of 
wages and conditions, there is every justifica- 
tion for silence if the breaking of it, may 
involve the sacrifice of our fellows. It was 
said that Mr. Liovd George had “‘ spoofed ”’ 
the General Council into silence and scored 
a political advantage over us. So far as I 
am concerned he is welcome to all the empty 
credit that he may have. got: from a political 
dodge. - What I claim is that we as a Council 
did nothing to provoke war. On the contrary, 
we did everything to prevent it, and we all 
thank God that there was no war. That 
solid fact is worth all the empty advantages 
that we might have obtained politically had 
we thought of retaining prestige in preference 
to peace. Apart from all that, the general 
election which followed closely on our inter- 
view, provided us with a verdict from the 
public which, I venture to suggest, could 
hardly be construed into a vote of felicitation 
to Mr. Lloyd George.” (Cheers.) 

POLITICAL METHODS. 

Mr. Williams said that the time was oppor- 
tune to warn the organised workers against 
the belief existing in some quarters that the 
workers could attain any sort of millennium 
by political method alone. No one would 
attempt to belittle the value of direct labour 
representation on our governing bodies, but 
it was not a wise policy to let anyone believe 
that political action alone could replace that 
essential part of labour’s machinery as sm NA 
“" Even 
a Labour Government,” said Mr. Williams, 
*‘ will not mean the immediate abolition of the 
capitalist system, and strong trade unions to 
secure a fair and square deal for the workers 
will always be necessary while any form of 
capitalist system exists. During the year a 
speech wae delivered in the East End oí 
London by a Labour member of Parliament 
to the following effect “There is to-day hardly 
a trade union in the country that would dare 
to fight an industrial battle.’ Apart from the 
fact that under any circumstances it is inad- 
visable to cry stinking fish at any period, it 
was doubly regrettable that just while the 
building trades were taking a ballot in con- 
nection with an attempt to cut wages that 
such a statement should be publicly made. 
I venture to say that the statement is in no 
way correct, and I declare, without fear of 
contradiction, that the strength of our move- 
ment does not rest on the amount of funds 
we possess, but is to be measured by the 
loyalty and belief in our cause.” (Cheers.) 

WORLD PEACE. 

Condemning militarism, Mr. Williams said 
that many people admired and extolled the 
beauties of the volcanoes of war, but failed 
utterly to realise the devastation that the 
volcano was causing in the peaceiul valleys 
beléw. They were determined to abolish war, 
and supplant military aggression by a real 
world. peace based on the brotherhood of 
man. (Cheers.) One very disquieting fact 
was the increasing expenditure on the Air 
Force. When nations possessed the means of 
aggression they were easily induced to become 
aggressive, and as the burden of armament 
taxation increased it found a reflex in the 
increased misery and degradation of the 
people. The expense and burden placed on 
the people under the guise of preparation for 


war was like the doctors deciding to innocu- 


late a nation with typhus germs to prevent 
it getting the mumps. (Laughter.) Ii every 
nation must prepare for war because it was 
afraid of other nations it was clear that the 
easiest way out was for some nation to show 
its confidence in the people of its own and 
other nations by taking a bold step on its 
own. This nation had made many marks in 
history. Was it too much to ask that it 
should rise to the great height of setting a 
glorious example to the rest of the world by 
reducing to the lowest possible minimum, if 
not entirely abolishing, all the expensive 
trappings of war preparation ? i 

Mr. Williams said that he had to confess 
that the last great war had made very little, 
it any, difference in the employers’ methods 
of treating their employés. The same disputes, 
the same root causes, the same antagonism 
existed to-day as prior to the war. and, if 
anything, the desire of capital to crush Jabour 
was greater to-day than ever. He saw in the 
strong desire for amalgamation among the 
trades unions the possibility of the ultimate 
creation of a stronger and more virile 
force than the industrial organisation has ever 
had previously. He believed that among the 
employers there were as good men as among 
any other class, but the capitalist system 
prevented any display of kindly human feel- 
ing, and the only consideration was the callous 
one of how a fellow human being could best 
be made to grind out dividends for those 
representing capital. It was the system that 
was at fault, and an alteration of the system 
was the only remedy. (Cheers.) 

THE CONTROL OF CAPITAL. 

Mr. Williams strongly criticised the faiiure 
of the British Government to put into opera- 
tion the Washington Conventions, and particu- 
larly the forty-eight hour week. Referring to 
what he described as the enormous change 
that had taken place in the relative positions 
of Capital and Labour, he said that the con- 
trol of capital had got into the. hands of 
fewer and fewer individuals, until the bank- 
ing and financial magnates held not only the 
welfare of individoal workers in their grip, 
but had entire nations at their mercy. The 
national grip had extended to an international 
one, and to-day all thé nations were mere 
puppets in the hands of a few financial 
groups possessing the power to condemn the 
peoples of the world to financial servitude, 
The living force of national credit, made 
reasonably free to al] for productive purposes, 
was something for the Labour movement to 
strive for. (Cheérs.) 


LOYALTY TO LEADERS. ” 

The President said that it was not the 
slightest use calling for solidarity in the. 
Labour movement if those who cried the 
londest for it failed to set the example by a 
willingness to do team work. To secure the 
fullest measure of success there must be 
lovalty. by the rank and file to the leaders. 
(Cheers.): Referring to the recent co-operative 
society dispute, he said that unless a broader 
view was taken when differences arose than 
had been painfully evident recently there

BASLE, Monday. 

_A free Customs zone, of sinister significance, 
has just been established at Basle, the head- 
quarters of the world’s traffic in narcotic 
drugs. The snug, respectable cocaine 
millionaires of this rich old Swiss city on the 
Rhine, who are collecting dividends of 50 to 
100 per cent. from millions of wretched drug 
addicts in England, Ameriza and other 
countries, are the principal stockholders of this 
private corporation. 

In anticipation of early Swiss ratification of 
The Hague Opium and Cocaine Convention, 
which puts drastic restrictions on the export 
of these destructive drugs, the cocaine 
millionaires took the extraordinary step of 
establishing a free and _  extra-territorial 
Customs zone, to completely nullify the -effect 
of such ratification. ' 

By means of this zone, which consists of 
several acres of warehouses about one mile 
from Basle, the forty-seven big chemical com- 
panies at Basle will be able to continue to 
deluge the world, and particularly countries 
like Mexico, which have no import licence 
system, with unlimited quantities of their 
cocaine, morphine, heroin, codeine and other 
habit-forming drugs, all international agree- 
ments notwithstanding. 

SHIPLOADS OF COCAINE. 

Veritable shiploads of cocaine now being 
exported from Basle to Mexico, since Canada 
stiffened its laws and ite inspection service, 
are intended aimost entirely for smuggling 
into the United States. The real amount of 
drugs exported from Basle annually is kept 
very secret, but it is estimated in hundreds of 
tons. 

Not bound by the restrictions of The Hague 
Convention, like the French, German, and 
English drug manufacturers, the Basle cocaine 
factories can freely ship any amount of cocaine 
or other drugs to any person in any country 
which does not (require import’ licences. 
Although they carry on a legitimate business 
in narcotic drugs with the United States and 
other countries which have adopted the import 
licence system, the big trade and the big 
profits are in the illieit underground distribu- 
tion of drugs to addicts, 

It is admitted that the new free Customs 
zone on the outskirts of Basle will serve many 
legitimate purposes, as, for example, 
merchandise in transit in Switzerland from 
France or Germany, both of which are just 
across the Rhine from Basle, may be placed 
in these free warehouses, and later trans- 
shipped without the costly nrocess oí) going 
in and out of the Swiss Customs; but in the 
Opinion of some foreign Consuls in Basle, the 
“cocaine kings’’ had their eyes mainly on 
their profitable narcotic drug business: in. 
establishing the new zone. 


MOTOR CAR FALLS OVER 
A BRIDGE,

ONE PASSENGER KILLED. 
Yesterday a motor car accident occurred at 
Coolcower Bridge, about two miles from 
Macroom, as a result of which Mr. Holland, 
who resided near Crookstowr, was killed and 
three other persons were seriously injured. 
It appears that the party were returning 
from Killarney, and when crossing the bridge, 
which had been blown up during the recent 
trouble, and had been orily partially repaired, 
the car toppled over and fell into the river 
below, a distance of twenty or thirty feet. 
Assistance quickly arrived, and the injured 
passengers were conveyed to the Red Cross 
Station at Macroom, where Mr. Holland died. 
The other occupants of the car are in a 
serious condition. 


THE REMOVAL OF A SOLDIER’S 
BODY. 

When the body oi Corporal Hogan, of the 
National Army, who. was shot at Ballina on 
Friday night, after the elections, reached 
Roscommon railway station on its way to 
Kildare, his widow left a carriage near the 
engine and went to the mortuary van. Before 
she could return the train left the station. 
She ran along the platform for a short dis- 
tance, and then fell insensible. When the 
military authorities were informed, steps were 
taken to keep the train at Athlone until Mrs. 
Hogan arrived. A motor car was procured, 
and she was driven to Athlone, where she 
rejoined the train. 
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BRIDGING THE LITTLE BELT. 


In the Finance Committee of the Danish 
Foiketing (says ' Engineering ”) M. N. M. 
Slebsager, Minister of Public Works, recently 
submitted a scheme for the constructipn of a 
bridge across the Little Belt, between Vutland 
and the island of.Funen. The proposal (says 
the “‘Danish Foreign Office Journal’’) has been 
worked out by the engineering staff of the 
State Railways, and provides for a double 
track, high-level bridge, 453m. above water 
level, thus allowing even the largest ships to 
pass under it. The bridge would have three 
navigable spans, one of 105m. and the other 
two 90m. each. The total cost is estimated 
at nearly 60 million kronen, If the bridge is 
not constfucted in the comparatively near 
future certain extensions and improvements of 
the ferry service are regarded as essential, 
and these would cost about twelve million 
kronen, so that the real additional expendi- 
ture involved by the erection of a bridge 
would be between 18 million and 19 million 
kronen, while the annual expenditure would 
be reduced by over two million kronen. For 
the purpose of prejiminary investigations of 
the sea bottom and the tide water ,the 
Minister has asked íor a special grant of 
50,000 kronen. . The introdaction of the 
necessary Bill in the Rigsdag is expected to 
be made in the early autumn. 
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dawn, Our recuperative power is one of the 
wonders of the world, and as a trade union 
movement we could give lessons to the 
pheenix.

FIRST HOME ON THE ISLAND 

Suddenly something in the form of a ship's 
dory, took shape in the fog. It was on the 
beach, about forty yards from the water. 1 
immediately rang down full speed astern, and 


brought the Donaldson to a stop. The crew 


lowered a — skiff. jumped in, and was 
paddled to the shore. [ found that ap- 
parently this had been the Wrangel Island 


expedition’s first home on the island. There ' 


were abandoned sites of two camps on the 
little ridge about 40 yards from the beach. 
One of them had been used as sum or 
autumn tent sites, and the other was half a 
dug-out on the sand, which had idently 
been covered in winter with a tent, #nd snow 
blocks. The ground showed no. footprints. 
Many traps, snow knives, dog packs, and axe 
handles were scattered around, without cover. 
It looked as if the camp had been vacated in 
a great hurry. 
OCCUPATION PROCLAIMED, 

Then I saw lying on the ground a long pole 
with guy ropes attached to the top. It had 
once been used as a signal mast of some sort, 
that had fallen over, for at the base was a 
deep hole. When the ice had thawed suffi- 
ciently to allow the base to move a strong 
wind had probably blown the pole down on 
to the ground. Beside the fallen pole, in a 
little oblong wooden box, covered with mnd, 
I found the following record, enclosed in a 
bottle, and sealed with tallow :— 

“ A PROCLAMATION. 

“ Be it known to all those present, that I, 
Allan Crawford, a native of Canada, and a 
Pritish subject, and these men whose names 
appear. below, members of the Wrangel Is- 
land detachment of the Stefansson Arctic ex- 

dition of 1921, on the advice and counsel of 
Vilnslmar Stefansson, a British subject, have 
this day, in consideration of lapses of foreign 
claims . and occupancy, declared this 
land, known as Wrangel Island, to be the 
just possession of His Majesty King George 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Dominions 
beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, etc., 
and a part of the British Empire. 

‘* Signed and deposited in this monument 
this 16th day of September, in the Year of 
Our Lord Nineteen Hundred and Twenty-one. 

* ALLAN R. CRAWFORD (Commander). 
“E.  LORNE KNIGHT, Second m 
Command. | 
““F> W. MAURER. 
“ MILTON GALLE. 
é Wrangel Island, September 16, 1921, 
“God Save the King.”’ 

I searched in vain for a cave or monument 
wherein I might find some record, but found 
nothing—no -word of any sort to indicate 
what had happened to the party since Sep- 
tember 16, 1921. Judging by sll appearances, 
no one had lived there since the spring of 
1 I went back to the Donaldson, and 
we got under way. It was early morning, 
August 20. Fog like a wet blanket hung all 
about us. We nosed ahead very slowly, Bell 
stopping frequently to investigate every little 
mound, and blowing the whistle constantly, 
for we had by this time reached the vicinity 
of Doubtful Harbour, and could expect to 
see a camp at any time. 

THE LONE SEAMSTRESS. 

At 8 a.m, I saw something moving on the 
beach, and soon could see the slight figure 
of a woman coming down to the water’s 
edge. 

It was Ada Blackjack; the seamstress cf 
the expedition. We steered close inshore and 
anchored. I jumped into the skiff and paddled 
ashore. Ag we neared the beach, Ada started 
out in the shallow water to meet us. I 
sprang out and shook her hand. 

For a moment neither spoke. Then she 
said: “ Where is Crawford and Galle ar.d 
Maurer ?”’ 

[ told her that I had just arrived from 
Nome, expecting to find them on Wrange! 
Island. She choked down a sob, and said, 
“There is nobody here but me. I am all 
alone. Kmight—he died on June 22.” 

Then Ada, a queer, frightened note in her 
voice, said, “I want to go back to my 
mother. Will you take me back to Nome?’ 

When I assured her that most certainly we 
would, a bright light came into her eyes. The 
strange, dazed expression left her face. She 
just stood and looked at me, and then she 
tottered forward, and, as I canght her in my 
arms, commenced to sob like a little girl, 

I lifted her into the skifi, brought , her 
aboard the Donaldson, took her down into 
a cabin, and gave her hot cofiee and break- 
ast. 

ADA’S STORY. 

After the first shock had passed she fold 
the sad story oí the expedition. Briefly it is 
as follows :— 

The expedition, which landed on Wrangel 
on September 16, lived on the beach at the 
first camp, four miles east of Doubtfnl Har- 
bour, in tents covered with snow blocks. In 
the first year game was plentiful in the 
autumn, and the party killed numbers of 
Polar bears, but. because of insufficient snow 
for siedging, a large amount was’ eaten by 
foxes and bears before it could be hauled into 
camp. By November 16 the meat was all 
gone. Then they started to cook their own 
provisions for the dogs.. They were just able 
to get a bare living in the first year, and by 
the spring had little food, except pilot bread. 

hey killed that year about forty seals. 

In the spring and succeeding autumn there 
were large herds of walrus about the island, 
but because they had no skin boat they were 
able to secure only two, which came fairly 
close to the shore. ; 

MOVING CAMP. 

Knight and Crawford made several trips to 
various parts of the island during the, year. 
On November 15, 1922, they moved the camp 
to Doubtful Harbour, where there was an 
abundance of driftwood. Their food supplies 
were getting smaller and smaller as the winter 
advanced, and on January 7, 1923, Crawford 
and Knight made an attempt to reach Siberia, 
but, due to Knight’s weakefed condition and 
the adverse weather conditions and Crawford’s 
frozen fingers, they were forced to return, 
after an absence of two weeks. On Januarv 
28 Crawford, Maurer, and Galle made a second 
attempt, with five dogs and one sled, carry- 
ing hard bread and seal oil for the dogs and 
themselves, and started South. Thev left 
Knight and Ada with enough provisions to 
last them until the spring... 

In view of the weakened condition of the 
men and dogs, the rough ice between Wrangel 
and Siberia, and the very severe weather at 
that time, I do not believe they had one 


‘chance in a’ thousand of getting through. 


Castel, a former member of the Canadian 
Aretic expedition, who has been living in 
Siberia for several years, in June. 1923. tra- 
velled with dogs and sled all along the North 
coast of Siberia, from the mouth of the 
Kolyma River to East Cape. camping in 
native houses every night, without hearing 
anything from the natives of the missing men, 
and since the opening of navigation many ships 
have travelled along the Siberian coast with- 
out having heard of anyone landing in Siberia 
during the interval.

INTERESTING RUMOURS,

Apart. from the paragraph which appeared 
in a recent issue of its official organ, Sinn 
Fein, the Republican Party has given no 
indication of its attitude towards the new 


Dail. 

There .are many who believe that the 
néewly-elected Republican members, or those 
of them who are at liberty, will take their 
eourage in both hands, attend Leinster House 
on 19th of September, and accept the oath 
of allegiance after an elaborate protest—this 
latter to enable them to propose a motion 
ordering the reiease Of all political prisoners 
forthwith. The rumour was current yester- 
day that such a plan of campaign has been 
mapped out. No official confirmation or denial 
of the rumour is forthcoming from the Re- 

ublican headquarters in Siffolk. street, 

ublin, and in the circumstances it stands 
for what it is worth. 

There is reason to believe that a general 
meeting of newly-elected sos. Yn age mem bers 
was held during last week-end to diseuss 
what action they, will take when the fourth 
Dail meets. The matter is believed to have 
been under discussion for a considerable time, 
and important provisional decisions are said 
to have been taken. 

A POSSIBLE OPPOSITION. 

It is known that there are several members 
of the Republican Party who would not be 
averse from. entering the Dail and leading a 
strong constitutional Opposition to the Govern. 
ment. Whether their influence in the 
councils of their organisation would be 
sufficient to secure the adoption of that course 
is another matter; general appearances now, 
and for some time past, indicate that it would 
not. An outward show of solidarity, perfect 
unity, and similarity of ideas has been main- 
tained only with increasing difficulty. 

Before the election there was not one of the 
Republican leaders who could claim to speak, 
or rather act, finally and conclusively for all. 
The Republican Party had, and still has, its 
extreme section: more corre@ly it might be 
described as the militarist wing of the party. 
There is, then, a quasi-constitutional element, 
to which not a few of the prominent, if 
less well-known, members of the party 
belong. Clashes on matters of “ policy,” one 
believed—not without reason—to have heen 
more frequent than was supposed. For a 
considerable time past it is said that the more 
moderate element has concentrated its efforts 
on the task of controlling the more fiery one. 

There always is the possibility of course 
that the new Republican membets may 
set up a rival Parliament—if. they have not 
done so beforehand—which will never sit in 
public session, since the Government are not 
likely to tolerate an open flouting of their 
authority. The rival ‘‘L’ail’’ set up in October 
last still exists, with Mr. de Valera as its 
“President, ” and “‘Chief Executive of State.’’ 
So far as is k nown the personn el of 
the “Council of State” then nominated by them 
remains virtually unchanged. It was com- 
bar oí the following :—Austin Stack, Robert 
3arton, Count Plunkett, J. J. O'Kelly, Sean 
4 O'Kelly, Sean (0 Mahony, Mrs. 
O'Callaghan, Miss MacSwiney, P. J. Rutt- 
ledge, Sean Moylan, and W. P. Colivet.

RELEASE OF PRISONERS AND 
REMOVAL OF OATH. 


The Republican Publicity Department last 
night issued statement dealing with the 
results of the Free State elections and with 
the party’s attitude to the oath of allegiance.

Let all remember that England sowed 
discord amongst us, split our ranks, and 
gained by unscrupuléus diplomacy what she 
failed to achieve by. force.” | 

It then proceeds :— 

‘Tt is idle and futile te declare that the 
remedy lies in the submniission to the dis- 
honourable terms of peace proposed by Eng- 
land. While the oath of allegiance to Eng- 
land and all it implies is imposed on Ireland 
there can he no lasting peace or unity. 

“ Let us hope that even at this late hour 
our opponents will recognise the futility of 
their efforts and abandon the attempt to keep 
you under foreign domination and make your 

istoric nation an Imperial province. 

““Once more we appeal for peace and unity 
based on the sovereignty and integrity of the 
Irish nation. That peace and unity will secure 
stability and ordered conditions; the honour 
of the nation will be safeguarded and the 
peace, progress and happiness of the I:ish 
people will be assured. 

““In the interests of national honour, peace 
and stability we demand the release of all Re- 
publican prisoners and the removal of any 
oath of allegiance to a foreign authority or 
any political test or other device which would 
be a .barrier to achievement of peace and 
unity.”

Mr. Loughlin, in seconding, said that no 
man more merited the honour, they proposed 
to confer in the form of thegfréedom of the 
city than John McCormack He would feel 
doubly honoured in being the first freeman 
of the City of Dublin in the Free State.

to give his services for charity in small halls 
in the city. It was through Mr. Ryan, of 
Abbey street, and Mr. Vincent O’Brien that 
he went to Milan, with the result that he 
became the greatest singer of his day.

MEMORJAL TO THE HON. 
ARTHUR O’NEILL.

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FIRST M.P. TO FALL IN THE 


WAR. 


On Sunday, in Randalstown Parish Church, 
the Primate dedicated a beautiful stained 
glass window, which has been erected by 
Lord and Lady O'Neill, of Shane’s Castle, to 
the memory of their eldest son, the Hon. 
Arthur O’Neill, who was the first NESSA of 
Parliament to fall in the European War. The 
window was unveiled by the deceased gentle- 
man’s two sons, Masters Shane and Brian 
O'Neill, in the presence of a large congrega- 
tion : 

The window, which is placed. at the end 
of the chancel over the Communion table, 
bears the inscription :— 

“To the glorv of God and to the dear 
memory of the Hon. Arthur Edward Bruce 
O’ Neill, M.P., Mid Antrim, Captain. Second 
Life @uards: born September 18, 1976: fell 
in. action, November 6th, 1914, 7Zicllebeke 
Ridge.’’ | 

It consists of six lights, three larger and 
three smaller. ‘‘ Valour’’ is represented by 
a knight in armour on the left, and over him 
an angel holds a crown. In the centre light 
is the Saviour, and underneath the words in 
scroll design, ‘‘I am the Resurrection and the 
Life:” The “ Angel of Peace,” with doves 
alighting, is on the right, and the text, 
‘*God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes,” The Nativity and the Agony in the 
Garden are depicted in two of the smaller 
lights. 

“The Son of God goes forth to war ' was 
sung “as a processional hymn, and the prayer 
was read by the Rev. T. J. Forsythe, rector 
of the parish. The Right Hon. Hugh O'Neill 
read the lessons and the Creed and Collects 
were recited by Canon Collis. 

The congregation was greatly touched when 
the late Captain O’Neill’s two boys marched 
up the aisle and unveiled the window. 

The Primate said that the late Captain 
O'Neill was universally admired and beloved, 
and he could recall with vividness the sense 
of the great loss which came to the community 
with the news of his death. It was a gallant 
and noble death. worthy of the high and 
chivalrous spirit of the man as thev knéw 
him, and of the high traditions of the race 
to which he belonged. 


SIX-COUNTY BARRIER. 


BISHOP'S --APPHAL TO 
CHURCHMEN. 

Preaching at the re-opening Services in 
Christ Church, Londonderry, on © Sunday 
evening to a large congregation, the Right 
Rev. Dr. Miller, Bishop of Cashel, said at 
the close of his sermon:—I remind yar to- 
night that we are all members of the ancient 
Church of this country, and that although we 
may live under different Governments yet our 
common faith bands us together in ties which, 
I trust, will never be broken. You are 
earnestly asked to remember this. and at all 
times to refuse to weaken the links which 
bind vou to your Southern brethren. I am 
not referring to any political questions in the 
verv least degree. What we ask for is 
brotherly love, with its sympathetic insight, 
and with its eagerness to help in difficult cir- 
cumstances. This request to my fellow- 
Churchmen is necessary and urgent. The 
vidences of a tendencv to make a cast-iron 
bhais around the Six Counties are becoming 
painfully manifest. 

TIT make no complaint regarding the means 
which are heing adopted to secure commercial 
interests. That I know nothing about, but 
it is a verv different matter. when these 
barriers threaten to divide Churchmen of the 
‘North from Churchmen of the South. Self- 
protection mav be defensible, but vet, I fear, 
it is going too far, and when it leads, as it is 
doing at present, to the iqcnoring of the claims 
of brotherhood, then it cannot have the. 
Divine blessing which jis essential to per- 
manent safatw and vrocress. 

Your brethren of the Sonth have phkssed 
throuch difficult times. but we believe that a 
new and better spirit is arising. On all sides 
men are erving out for neace and order, and 
they are showing their willincness to trust onr 
people. .who have shown themselves to he 
covrageous and trustworthv under conditions 
of danger and difficultv. Never iv the historv 
of our country were the old dividing lines of 
less account. We welcome thi« change, and 
we are prenared to work with heartiness and 
zeal for the prosperity of the land we Jove. 
A very larre proportion of your brethren live 
in the Southern area. It is, therefore. a duty 
which T feel sure vou will cladiv perform, to 
make sure that no political influences shall 
interfere with vour higher duty to the Church, 
which is so dear to us.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


THE IRISH DEATH-RATE. 

The Registrar General’s returns for the 
week ended Saturday 25th of August, 1923, 
state that the deaths from all causes in the 
nundermentioned areas for last week and for 
the past four weeks respectively were equal 
to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the 
population :— 

Twelve town districts, 14.2 and 12.1; 
Dublin registration area, 15.2 and 12.4; 
Dublin City, 15.0 and 12.5; Cork, 16.3, and 
12:9; Limerick, 9.5 and 10.5; and Waterford, 
9.5 and 10.9, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases 
registered in the 12 town districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 3.4 per 
1,000. Among the 5 deaths from all causes in 
Cork, one was from typhus and 4 were from 
‘liarrheeal. diseases, and of the 4 deaths from 
all causes for Galway, 2 were from diarrhea 
and interitis, of children under two years of 
uge. ; 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin registration area the total 
nuinber of births registered during the week 
amounted te 202—99 boys and 103 girls—and 
the deaths to 130—59 males and 71 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the area, 
represent an annual rate of mortality of 15.2 
per 1,000 of the population. During the 4 
weeks ending with Saturday last, the death 
rate averaged 14.4, and was 6.0 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portion of 
the ten years 1913-1922. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the 34 weeks was 15.9, 
and during the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten yeare 22.0. 

Included in the 126 deaths appertaining to 
the area are one from measles, 6 from whoop- 
ing cough, 28 from diarrheal diseases, and 
one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, In the 
three preceding weeks deatha from whooping- 
cough, were 4, 5 and 2, and deaths from 
diarrheea] diseases were ó, 3, and 14. There 
were no deaths registered from measles or 
cerebro-spinal meningitis in the three preced- 
ing weeks, 

There was one death from pneumonia (not 
otherwise defined). 

Tuberculosis dieease caused 13 deaths (6 
of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
ó from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease, as against 
16, 11, and 12 from all forms of tuberculous 
disease in the three weeks preceding. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by cancer, 9 
by diseases of the heart, and 5 by ‘bronchitis. 

One death (that of a child aged two years) 
was due to scalds. 

Among deaths of infants under one year 
old, 4 were due to whooping-cough, one to 
abdominal tuberculosis, one to convulsions, 
25 to diarrheea and enteritis, 2 to premature 
birth, and 2 to congenital debilitv. 

Forty-six of the deaths registeréd during 
the week, uppertaining to the area. were 
those of children under 5 years of age, 55 
being infants under one vear, of whom 7 
were: under one month old, and 28 deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, 
| of whom 20 were 70 years of age and over. 

Of the 126 deaths recorded. 45 occurred in 
hospitals and other puplic institutions 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality among civilians for the week 
ended 25th August, in 105 large English 
towns (including London, in which, the rate 
was 9.5), was equal to an average annual 
death-rate of 8.9 per 1,000 of the estimated 
civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 11.1 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rate for Glasgow being 12.4, and 
for Edinburgh 11.5.

. NEWRY AND STATE SUBSIDY. 


The Newry Urban. Council yesterday dis- 
cuzsed the offer of the Northern Government 
to grant a subsidy of £60 for every artisan’s 
house built hy local authorities or private 
builders before August, 1925. 

The Town Clerk sai! that in the opinion of 
tw: builders at the present time it would take 
£400 to build such a house, and the economic 
rent would be at least 10s. a week, exclusive 
ef taxes. 

Mr. U, 8. O'Hare said that in Durham they 
were building houses for £325, and he would 
get the. plans and particulars, and submit 
tiem to the Surveyor. 

Mr. , R. Bell said that there was no 
doubt that building was being done much 
cheaper in England than in Ireland. 

The Clerk suggested that the Council should 
not rush matters, as he believed the cost of 
building would come down greatly. As to 
building with concrete blocks there was no 
place in the United Kingdom where they 
could get the material cheaper for the blocks 
than in Newry. 

It was decided to ask the local builders to 
quote for building houses accordiny to a plan 
prepared by the Town Surveyor, and ap- 
preved by the old Local Government Board, 
in cement blocks and ordinary masonry. 


FIREMAN KILLED IN LIGHT 
RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Selsey Light Railway was the scene of a 
fatal accident yesterday morning, when a 
train proceeding from Selsey to Chichester 
left. the metals aftér negotiating a curve.
